EXCLUSION - CONTRACTORS - PROFESSIONAL LIABILITY 



This endorsement modifies insurance provided under the following: 
COMMERCIAL GENERAL UABILITY COVERAGE PART 

The following exclusion is added to paragraph 2., Exclusions of COVERAGE A - BODILY INJURY AND PROPERTY 
DAMAGE LIABILITY (Section I - Coverages) and paragraph 2., Exclusions of COVERAGE B - PERSONAL AND 
ADVERTISING INJURY LIABILITY (Section I - Coverages): 

1 . This Insurance does not apply to "bodily Injury", "property damage", "personal injury" or "advertising injury'' arising 
out of ihe renUKf ii ly uf ur failure to render any professional services by you or on your behalf, but only wtth respect 

to either or both of the following operations: 

a. Providing engineering, architectural or surveying services to others in your capacity as an engineer, architect 

or surveyor; and 
D. hTOViding, or ninng independent prufessiunalb tu provide, engineering, architectural or ourvoying cGtvicos tn 

connection W\Xh construction work you perform. 

2. Subject to paragraph 3. below, professional sen/ices include: 

a. The preparing, approving, or failing to prepare or approve, maps, shop drawings, opinions, reports, surveys, 
field orders, change orders, or drawings and speciTicatiDns; and 

b. Supervisory or inspection activities performed as part of any related architectural or engineenng activities. 

3. Professional services do not include services within construction means, methods, techniques, sequences and 
procedures employed by you in connection with your operations in your capacity as a construction contractor. 
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COMMERCIAL GENERAL LIABILITY COVERAGE FORM 

Various provisions in this policy restrict coverage. Read tlie entire policy carefully to determine rights, duties and what is 

and is not covered. 

Throuahout this policy the words "you" and "your" refer to the Named Insured shown in the Declarations, and any other 

person or organization qualifying as a Named Insured under this policy. The words "we," "us" and "our reter to me 

company providing this insurance. 

The word "insured" means any person or organization qualifying as such under WHO IS AN INSURED (SECTION 11). 

Other words and phrases that appear in quotation marks have special meaning. Refer to DEFINITIONS (SECTION V). 

SECTION I - COVERAGES 

COVERAGE A- BODILY INJURY AND PROPERTY 

DAMAGE LIABILITY b 



1 . Insuring Agreement. 

a. We will pay those sums that the insured be- 
comes legally obligated to pay as damages be- 
cause of "bodily injury" or "property damage" to 
which this insurance applies. We will have the 
right and duty to defend the insured against any 

"suit" seeking those damagcG. However, we will 

have no duty to defend the insured against any 
"suif' seeking damages for "bodily injury" or 
"property damage" to which this insurance does 
not apply. We may, at our discretion, investigate 
any "occurrence" and settle any claim or "suit" 
that may result. But: 

(1) The amount we will pay for damages is limit- 
ed as described in LIMITS OF INSURANCE 
(SECTION III): and 

(2) Our right and duty to defend end when we 
have used up the applicable limit of insur- 
ance in the payment of judgments or settle- 
ments under Coverages A or B or medical 

oxponcec under Coverage C. 

No other obligation or liability to pay sums or 
perform acts or services is covered unless ex- 
plicitly provided for under SUPPLEMENTARY 
PAYMENTS - COVERAGES A AND B. 

b. This insurance applies to "bodily injury" and 
"property damage" only if: 

(1) The "bodily injury" or "property damage" is 
caused by an "occurrence" that takes place in 
the "coverage territory"; and 

(2) The "bodily injury" or "property damage" oc- 
curs during the policy period. 

c. Damages because of "bodily injury" include 
damages claimed by any person or organization 

for care, !oes of gervices or death resulting at any 
time from the "bodily injury." 
2. Exclusions. 

This insurance does not apply to: 
a. Expected or Intended Injury 

"Bodily injury or "property damage" expected or 
intended from the standpoint of the insured.

Contractual Liability 

"Bodily injury" or "property damage" for which 
the insured is obligated to pay damages by 
reason of the assumption of liability in a contract 
or agreement. I his exclusion does noi apply to 
liability for damages: 

(1) That the insured would have In the absence 
of the contract nr agrRsment; or 

(2) Assumed in a contract or agreement that is 
an "insured contract," provided the "bodily 
injury" or "property damage" occurs subse- 
quent to the execution of the contract or 
agreement. Solely for the purposes of liabil- 
ity assumed in an "insured contract," rea- 
sonable attorney fees and necessary litiga- 
tion expenses incurred by or for a party 
other than an insured are deemed to be 
damages because of "bodily injury' or "prop- 
erty damage," provided. 

(a) Liability to such party for, or for the cost 
of, that party's defense has also been 
assumed in the same "insured contract"; 
and 

(b) Such attorney fees and litigation ex- 
penses are for defense of that party 

against a civil or alternative dispute 

resolution proceeding in which damages 
to which this insurance applies are al- 
leged. 
Liquor Liability 

"Bodily Injury" or "property damage" for which 
any insured may be held liable by reason of: 

(1) Causing or contributing to the intoxication of 
any person; 

(2) The furnishing of alcoholic beverages to a 
person under the legal drinking age or under 
the influence of alcohol; or 

(3) Any statute, ordinance or regulation relating 
to the sale, gift, distribution or use of alco- 
hol Ic beveraytJb. 

This exclusion applies only if you are in the busi- 
ness of manufacturing, distributing, selling, serv- 
ing or furnishing alcoholic beverages. 
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workers' Compensation and Similar Laws 
Any obligation of the insured under a workers' 
compensation, disability benefits or unemploy- 
ment compensation law or any similar law. 
Employer's Liability 
"Bodily injury" to: 

(1) An "employee" of the insured arising out of 
and in the course of: 

(a) Employment by the insured; or 

(b) Performing duties related to the conduct 
of the insured's business; or 

(2) The spouse, child, parent, brother or sister of 
that "employee" as a consequence of 
paragraph (1) above. 

This exclusion applies: 

(1) Whether the insured may be liable as an 
employer or in any other capacity; and 

(2) To any obligation to share damages with or 
repay someone else who must pay dam- 
ages because of the injury. 

This exclusion does not apply to liability assumed

Pollution 

(1) "Bodily injury" or "property damage" arising 
out of the actual, alleged or threatened dis- 
charge, dispersal, seepage, migration, re- 
lease or escape of pollutants: 

(a) At or from any premises, site or location 
which is or was at any time owned or 
occupied by, or rented or loaned to, any 
insured; 

(b) At or from any premises, site or location 
which is or was at anytime used by or for 
any insured or others for the handling, 
storage, disposal, processing or 

treatment of waote; 

(c) Which are or were at any time transport- 
ed, handled, stored, treated, disposed of, 
or processed as waste by or for any 
insured or any person or organization for 
whom you may be legally responsible; or 

(d) At or from any premises, site or location 
on which any insured or any contractors 
or subcontractors working directly or in- 
directly on any insured's behalf are per- 
forming operations: 

(i) If the pollutants are brought on or to 
the premises, site or location in con- 
nection with such operations by such 
insured, contractor or subcon- 
tractor; or 

(ii) If the operations are to test for,

Subparagraph (d)(i) does not apply to "bodi- 
ly injury" or "property damage" arising out of

"moDiie equipment" or its parts, it such fuels, 
lubricants or other operating fluids escape 
from a vehicle part designed to hold, store 
or receive them.

i. War 

"Bodliy Injury" or "property damage' due to war, 
whether or not declared, or any act or condition 
incident to war. War includes civil war, insurrec- 
tion, rebellion or revolution. This exclusion ap- 
plies only to liability assumed under a contract or 
agreement. 

j. Damage to Property 
"Property daniage" to: 

(1) Property you own, rent or occupy; 

(2) Premises you sell, give away or abandon, if 
the 'oropertv damaae" arises out of any part 
of those premises; 

(3) Property loaned to you; 

(4) Personal property in the care, custody or 

uunlful uf Uiy insured, 

(5) That particular part of real property on which 
you or any contractors or subcontractors 
working directly or indirectly on your behalf 
are performing operations, if the "property 
damage" arises out of those operations; or 

(6) That particular part of any property that 
must be restored, repaired or replaced be- 
cause "your work" was incorrectly performed 
on it. 

Paragraph (2) of this exclusion does not apply if 
the premises are "your work" and were never 
occupied, rented or held for rental by you. 
Paragraphs (3). (4), (5) and (6) of this exclusion

Paragraph (6) of this exclusion does not apply to

k. Damage to Your Product 

"Property damage" to "your product" arising out 
of it or any part of it. 

I. Damage to Your Work 

"Property damage" to "your work" arising out of 
it or any part of it and included in the "products- 
completed operations hazard." 
This exclusion does not apply if the damaged 
work or the work out of which the damage arises 
was performed on your behalf by a subcontrac- 
tor. 

m. Damage to Impaired Property or Property Not

"Property damage" to "impaired property" or 
property that has not been physically injured, 
arising out of:

if such product, work or property is withdrawn or 
recalled from the market or from use by any per- 
son or organization because of a known or sus- 
pected defect deficiency, inadequacy or dan- 
gerous condition In it. 
Exclusions c. through n. do not apply to damage by 
fire to premises while rented to you or temporarily 
occupied by you with permission of the owner A 
separate limit of insurance applies to this coverage 
as described in UMITS OF INSURANCE (Section 
111). 
COVERAGE B. PERSONAL AND ADVERTISING IN- 
JURY LIABILITY

or "suit" that may result. But: 

(1) The amount we will pay for damages is limit- 
ed as described in UMITS OF INSURANCE 
(SECTION III); and 
(2} Our right and duty to defend end when we 
have used up the applicable limit of insur- 
ance in the payment of judgments or settle- 
ments under Coverages A or B or medical 
expenses under Coverage 0. 
No other obligation or liability to pay sums or 
perform acts or services is covered unless ex- 
plicitly provided for under SUPPLEMENTARY 
PAYMENTS - COVERAGES A AND B. 
b. This insurance applies to: 

(1 ) "Personal injury" caueod by an offoneo arte 
ing out of your business, excluding advertis- 
ing, publishing, broadcasting or telecasting 
done by or for you; 

(2) "Advertising injury" caused by an offense 
committed in the course of advertising your 
goods, products or services; 

but only if the offense was committed in the 

"coverage territory" during the policy period. 
Exclusions. 
This insurance does not apply to: 

a. "Persona! injury" or "advertising Injury": 

(1) Arising out of oral or written publication of 
material, if done by or at the direction of the 
in«;tjred with knowifirige of its falsity; 

(2) Arising out of oral or written publication of 
material whose first publication took place 
before the beginning of the policy period; 

(3) Arising out of the willful violation of a penal 
statute or ordinance committed by or with the 
consent of the insured; 

(4) For which the insured has assumed liability in 
a contract or agreement. This exclusion does 
not apply to liability for damages that the 
insured would have in the absence of the 
contract or agreement; or 

(5) Arising out of the actual, alleged or threaten- 
ed discharge, dispersal, seepage, migration, 
release or escape of pollutants at any time. 

b. "Advertising injury" arising out of: 

(1) Breach of contract, other than misappropria- 
tion of advertising ideas under an implied 
coniract; 

(2) The failure of goods, products or services to 
conform with advertised quality or perform- 
ance: 

(3) The wrong description of the price of goods, 
products or services; or 

(4) An offense committed by an insured whose 



business is advertising, broadcasting, pub- 
lishing or telecasting.

COVERAGE C. MEDICAL PAYMENTS 

1 . Insuring Agreement. 

a. We will pay medical expenses as described be-^ 
low for "bodily injury" caused by an accident: 

(1) On premises you own or rent; 

(2) On ways next to premises yoi i own nr rent; or 

(3) Because of your operations; 
provided that: 

(1) The accident takes place in the "coverage 
territory" and during the policy period; 

(2) The expenses are incurred and reported to 
us within one year of the date of the acci- 
dent; and 

(3) The injured person submits to examination, 
at our expense, by physicians of our choice 
as often as we reasonably require. 

b. we wHI make tnese payments regardless of fault. 
These payments wilt not exceed the applicable 
limit of insurance. We will pay reasonable 
expenses for: 

(1) First aid administered at the time of an acci- 
dent; 

(2) Necessary medical, surgical, x-ray and den- 
tal services, including prosthetic devices; and 

(3) Necessary ambulance, hospital, profession- 
al nursing and funeral sen/ices. 

2. Exclusions, 

We will not pay expenses for "bodily injury": 

a. To any insured. 

b. To a person hired to do work for or on behalf of 
any Insured or a tenant of any irisurtid. 

c. To a person injured on that part of premises you 
own or rent that the person normally occupies. 

d To a person, whether or not an "employee" of any 
insured, if benefits for the "bodily injury" are 
payable or must be provided under a workers' 
compensation or disability benefits law or a simi- 
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lar law. 

e. To a person injured while taking part in athletics, 

f. Included within the Voducts-completed opera- 
tions hazard." 

g. Excluded under Coverage A- 

h. Due to war, whether or not declared, or any act or 
condition incident to war. War includes civil war, 
insurrection, rebellion or revolution, 

SUPPLEMENTARY PAYMENTS - COVERAGES A AND 

B 

We wilt pay, with respect to any claim we investigate or 

settle, or any "suit" against an insured we defend: 

1 . All expenses we incur, 

2. Up to $250 for cost of bail bonds required because of 
accidents or traffic law violations arising out of the 
use of any vehicle to which the Bodily Injury Liability 
Coverage applies. We do not have to furnish these 
bonds. 

3. The cost of bonds to release attachments, but only for 
bond amounts within the applicable limit of insur- 
ance. We do not have to furnish these bonds. 

4. All reasonable expenses incurred by the insured at 
our request to assist us in the investigation or de- 
fense of the claim or "suit," including actual loss of 

earnings up to $250 a day bccauoo of timo off from 
work- 
s' All costs taxed against the insured In the "suit." 
6- Prejudgment interest awarded against the insured on 
that part of the judgment we pay. If we make an offer 
to pay the applicable limit of insurance, we will not 
pay any prejudgement interest based on that period 
of timo after tho offer. 
7. All interest on the full amount of any judgment that 
accrues after entry of the judgment and before we 
have paid, offered to pay, or deposited in court the 
part of the judgment that is within the applicable Hmii 
of insurance. 
These payments wiil not reduce the limits of insurance. 

If WQ defend an insured again9t a "suit" and an Indemni- 
tee of the insured is also named as a party to the "suit," we 
will defend that indemnitee if all of the following con- 
ditions are met: 

a. The "suit" against the indemnitee seeks damages for 
which the Insured has assumed the liability of the 
indemnitee in a contract or agreement that is an "in- 
sured contract"; 

b. This insurance applies to such liability assumed by 
the insured; 

c. The obligation to defend, or the cost of the defense 
of, that indemnitee, has also been assumed by me 
insured in the same "insured contract"; 

d. The allegations in the "suit" and the information we 

know about the "occurrence" are stirih that no con- 
flict appears to exist between the interests of the in- 
sured and the interests of the indemnitee; 

e. The indemnitee and the insured ask us to conduct 
and control the defense ot that indemnitee against 
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such "suit" and agree that we can assign tne same 
counsel to defend the insured and the indemnitee; 
and 

The indemnitee" 






(1) Agrees in writing to: 

(a) Cooperate with us in the investigation, set- 
tlement or defense of the "suit"; 

(b) immediately send us copies of any de- 
mands, notices, summonses or legal papers 
received in connection with the "suit"; 

(c) Notify any other insurer whose coverage is 
available to the indemnitee; and 

(d) Cooperate with us with respect to coordinat- 
ing other applicable insurance available to 
the indemnitee; and 

(2) Provides us with written authorization to: 

(a) Obtain records and other information related 

to the "suit"; and 

(b) Conduct and control the defense of the in- 
demnitee in such "suit." 

So long as the above conditions are met, attorneys fees 
incurred by us in tne defense of mat indemnitee, neces- 
sary litigation expenses incurred by us and necessary 
litigation expenses Incurred by the indemnitee at our re- 
quest will be paid as Supplementary Payments. Notwith- 
standing the provisions of paragraph 2.b.(2} of COVER- 
AGE A - BODILY INJURY AND PROPERTY DAMAGE 
LIABILITY (Section I - Coverages), such payments will 
not be deemed to be damages for "bodily injury" and 
"property damage" and will not reduce the limits of in- 
surance. 

Our obliaation to defend an Insured's indemnitee and to 
pay for attorneys fees and necessary litigation expenses 
as Supplementary Payments ends when: 

a. We have used up the applicable limit of insurance in 

the paymenl uf judgments or settlements; or 

b. The conditions set forth above, or the terms of the 
agreement described in paragraph f. above, are no 
longer met. 

SECTION li - WHO IS AN INSURED 

1 • If you are designated in the Declarations as: 

a. An individual, you and your spouse are insureds, 
but only with respect to the conduct of a busi- 
ness of which you are the sole owner. 

b. A partnership or joint venture, you are an insur- 
ed. Your members, your partners, and their 
spouses are also Insureds, but only with respect 
to the conduct of your business. 

c. A limited liability company, you are an insured. 

Yuuf uiembers are dso insureds, but only with 

respect to the conduct of your business. Your 
managers are insureds, but only with respect to 
their duties as your managers. 
± An organization other than a partnership, joint 
venture or limited liability company, you are an 
insured. Your "executive officers" and directors 

arB insureds, but only with respect to their duticc 
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as your officers or directors. Your stockholders 
are also ir^sureds, but only with respect to their 
liability as stockholders. 

Each of tho following is also an insurgd: 

a. Your "empioyees," other than either your "exec- 
utive officers" (if you are an organization other 
than a partnership, joint venture or limited lia- 
bility company) or your managers (if you are a 
limited liability company), but only for acts within 
the scope of their employment by you or while 
performing duties related to the conduct of your 
business. However, none of these "employees" is 
an insured for:

(a) To you, to your partners or members (if

(c) For which there is any obligation to share 
damages with or repay someone else 
who must pay damages because of the 
Injury described in paragraphs (l)(a)or 
(b) above; or 

(d) Arising out of his or her providing or fail- 
ing to provide professional health care 
sen/ices. 

(2) "Property damage" to property: 
(a) Owned, occupied or used by, 

(D) Rerued to. In the care, custody or con- 
trol of. or over which physical control is 
being exercised for any purpose by 
you, any of your "employees," any partner or 
member (If you are a partnership or joint 
venture), or any member (if you are a limited 
liability company). 

b. Any person (other than your "employee"), or any 
organization while acting as your real estate 
manager. 

c. Any person or organization having proper tem- 
porary custody of your property if you die, but 
only: 

(1) With respect to liability arising out of the 

(2) Until your legal representative has been ap- 
pointed. 

d- Your leaai representative if vou die. but only with 
respect to duties as such. That representative will 
have all your rights and duties under this 
Coverage Part. 

With respect to "iiiabile equipment" teyit>lt;ied in your 

name under any motor vehicle registration law, 



any person is an insured while driving such equip- 
ment along a public highway with your permission. 
Any other person or organization responsible for the 

conduct of such person is also an insured, hut only 

with respect to Itabiiity arising out of the operation of 
the equipment, and only If no other insurance of any 
kind Is available to that person or organization for 
this liabliity.

c. Protracted loss of or impairment of the function of a bodily member or organ; or 

3. The terrorism involves the use. release or escape of nuclear materials, or directly or indirectly results in 
nuclear reaction or radiation or radioactive contamination; or 

4. The terrorism is carried out by means of the dispersal or application of pathogenic or poisonous biological or 
chemical materials; or 

5. Pathogenic or poisonous biological or chemical materials are released, and it appears that one purpose of 
the terrorism was to release such materials. 

With respect to this exclusion, Paragraphs 1 . and 2. describe the throeholds used to measurQ the magnittide of 
an incident of an "other act of terrorism" and the circumstances in which the threshold will apply for the purpose 
of determining whether this exclusion will apply to that incident. 

B. The following definitions are added: 
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1. For the purposes of this endorsement, any injury or damage means any injury or damage covered under 

any Coverage Pan to which this endorsemenl \s applicable, and includes but is not limited to bodiiy injury, 
property damage, personal and advertising injury, injury or environmental damage as may be defined in 
any applicable Coverage Part. 

2. "Certified act of terrorism" means an act that is certified by the Secretary of the Treasury, in concurrence 
with the Secretary of State and the Attorney General of the United States, to be an act of terrorism pursuant 
to the federal Terrorism Risk Insurance Act of 2002. The federal Terrorism Risk Insurance Act of 2002 sets 
forth the following criteria for a "certified act of terrorism": 

a. The act resulted In aggregate losses In excess of $5 million; and 

b- The act Is a violent act or an act that is dangerous to human life, property or infrastructure and is 
committed by an individual or individuals acting on behalf of any foreign person or foreign interest, as 
part of an Qffort to coerce the civilian population of ihp United States or to influence the policy or affect 
the conduct of the United States Government by coercion. 

3. "Other act of terrorism" means a violent act or an act that is dangerous to human life, property or 
infrastructure that is committed by an individual or individuals and that appears to be part of an effort to 
coerce a civilian population or to influence tne policy or atfeci the conduct of dny yuventment by coercion, 
and the act is not certified as a terrorist act pursuant to the federal Terrorism Risk Insurance Act of 2002. 
Multiple incidents of an "other act of terrorism" which occur within a seventy-two hour period and appear to 
be carried out in concert or to have a related purpose or common leadership shall be considered to be one 
incident. 

C. in the event of any incident of a "certified act of terrorism" or an "other act of terrorism" that is not subject to this 
exclusion, coverage does not apply to any loss or damage that is othenA^ise excluded under this Coverage Part.
